attendants trouble,nor the numberof vaine gazers (in 
which our Nation is more rich then any Kingdome) 
want of thcir fooliſh eyes ſatisfation , then for the 
accates and cheare, flcſh;filh, foule, beare, ale, and 
wines of all ſortes ,. it was ſo royally ſuperabundant,.

On 
T huriday the foure and wwentycrh of Tuly , both the 
Kinges with their traines, which comaincd great num- 
bers,roade in progreſſe to Theobalds ncare Waltham, be- 
ing ewelue miles from the Citric of ZoJon, and being 
in the houſe ofthe moſte Noble and worthic Earlc of 
Salisburic,where vppon the approach of the Kinges 
Maieſties,there were manie verie learncd,delicate,and 
lignificant ſhowes and deuiſes preſented vmto them, 
which I wil omitte amply ro diſcribe,becauſe my con- 
iefture may crre from the drift of the inucentor , and I 
hould ita capitall offence by a Nleight imagination to 
miſconſter a fayre inuention3 and there is no doubt 
bur the author thereof who hath. his place equall hh 
the belt 1a thoſe Artes, will himſclte at his lcafurable 
howers publiſhir in the beſt perfeion. Yerto giue 
youalutlecaſte of what came neareſt to my ynderitan- 
ding,there was at the entrance ofthe Gates, planted a

On Munday being the cight and ewentic day of Iu- 
ly, boththe Kinges Majcſtics after Dinnergdepar 
in great ſtate and gallantric from Theobaldes (where I 
dare ſwcare the Noblc Earle could hauc beene con- 
tenred ro haue enioyed them a -much longer ſeaſon ) 
and chence returned backe vnroGreenewich \, where 
they ſpent Tueſday, the ninc and twenticth day of In- 
ly, and V edneſday the thirtieth day of July, in hun- 
o_—— and other priuate delights. On VV cd- 
n atnight, the Youthes of Paules , commonlye 
cald rhe Children of Paules , plaide beforethe rwo 
Kings , a playecalled Abyſes: containing both a Co- 
medic anda Tragedic, at which the Kinges ſcemcd to 
take delight and bemuch pleaſed. 

On Thur{day,beeing the one and thirticth day of 
July, after Breakefaſt was ended , both the Kings 
with their moſte ample Traines , tooke Bardge ar 
Greenewich , and in the moſte ſolemnc manner 
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_ thatmightbee, came: che Tower at London; 
landed at the Kinges ſtayres , tooke viewe of the 


Wharke and Ordinance , andalſootthe Tower, who 


then was trymde andadorn'din her beſt and moſte 
warlike Ornaments - there the Lorde Mayorof the 
dnerrtgt 1 wy ay _ 4 
worlde of Earles , Barrons, Kni UYTICs, 
met the two Maicſtyes : there the Lorde Mayor des» 
livered to our King his Sword, and receiued backe 
fromour King his Scepter, which hce boare before 
the ewo Majeſtyes. This doone, the two Kinges 
mounted vppon two goodlyc Horſes of likecolour, 
like Plumes all whitc, and like Barbes or Capary- 
ſons of inuerred Golde and Siluer. In like manner, 
all the Nobilitie and Gallantrye both of Court and 
Citrye were mounted yppon greate Horſes, fame 
with plumes of Feathers: ſome withritch imbrode» 
red Saddles: ſomewith capariſons : ſome with moſt 
coſtly Foote-cloathes : -andother men oforher faſhi- 
ons, being mounted according to thequalitic oftheir 
places, were ina moſte gallant readinefle to attend” 
the two royall Kioges in their kye pompe , cleane 
thoroughthe moſtc tamous Citric of Londos, which 
that you may the more trucly deicerne the greatneſle 
ofthe, Twill ce panels cue TE 
, Firit road ſornc xx,8 odde ofthe Knight Marſhals 
men forclcaring the way,in white 'Hars, with grecne 
& white bandes,white Fuſtian Doublets,.. and grecne 
Cloath-boſe, Atrer them roadeall our Kings Trumpe- 
ters ſounding their terumpers,behuade whom.roadeour 
s One CO) Scrgeant 
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Sergeant Trumpeter with his Mace : After him rode 
one of the King of Denmarkes Drums , hauingon each 
ſide his horſe hanging a Kettle Drum,which hee beate 
with two red fticks,madelike rwo morter peſtles,after 
him roadeal the King of Demmarks Trumperters,foun- 
ding their Trumpets: then roade all our Kinges 
Groomes and Meſſengers of the Chamber : atter 
whome followed one of our Purſcuants at Arrmes 
then roade mounted on great Horſes ritchly furniſhed 
and themſelues adorned in moſt coſtly and rich ſuites, 
by two and rwo,allthe Knights and Gentlemen Pen- 
fioners,and _ 8& Gentlemen,our kings ſworne 
Scruants. After them roade likewiſe by rwo and two 
mounted alſo ypon great Horſes, ritchly trimde and 
themſclues verie rich( afterthe Engliſh taſhion)all the 
king of Denmarkes Gallants and qrdinatic Seruants 3 
After them roade another Purſcuant at Armes: then 
roade al the Koights and Gentlemen ofour kings Pri- 
uie Chamber, Bed-chamber, andplaces of eſpeciall rc- 
gard: thenthe king of Denmarks of like place and de- 
gree : then a Herrald at armes: *after himall our Bar- 
rons and Vicountes: then the Lord Biſhops in their 
Rochets, then the Maiſters of Requeſt: then all our 
Earlcs, according to theirplaces, not being ofthe 
Counſaile: thenthe Lords ofour kinges Priuic-coun- 
ſcll,and them of the king of Denmarkes Counſell : then 
our Lord Treaſurer with his white ſtaffe, 8 the Lord 
Chauncclor with the Purſſe, and the Lord Mayor of 
the Cittie: then the Duke of Zynox all alone: then the 
Sergiancs atarmes with their Maces,then Gartey ki 

2 armes,and all the Gentlemen Vihers: then the Lor 
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Admirall,bearing the (worde, andihe Lord Chame * - 
berlaine with his white ſtaffe : after whome roade the Þ} 
»yong Prince,mounted vpon a moſt delicate Courſer : 
after him on the right hand road the king of Denmarkes + 
and on the lett handour King,about whome went all 
- our Kinges footemen, in rich coates of Crimſon Vel- 
uer,ycllow Satten Doublects, yellow Satten Hoſe, and 
yellow Stockings. Cloſe behinde the Kings road the 
Earle of VW orccſter,maſter of the horſe : after whom 
followed almoſt an hundred or more Gentlemen, the 
Kings ſeruants, and on cach fide wenton foote the . 
King of Denmarkes Guard of Harquebuſhes, being as- 
bout an hundred or more : In this ſtately equipage 
they departed fromthe Tower-hill, at whoſe depar» 
tare were ſhot fromthe Tower, andthe Vhatte, a* 
bour ſome ſeaucn (core great ſhor, beingall Cannon, 
Demy-cannon, Baſilisco, and Culaering , beſides 
Chamber pceces a great number, at the entring of 
Tower ſtreere,ſare all the children of Chriſts Church 
Hoſpirall,in their blew coates, together withtheir go-- 


uernours in their liueryes * kom Tower-ſtreete to* | 
W hitc-hall being neere two. miles in length, allthe» © .Þ 


ſtreers through which their Maicſties did paſſe, wete* 
rayled according to the bigneſſeof the ſtrecte , with

ſome Pecarle Chaynes , and white Staucs in their 
handes : Alongeſt the Rayles cleane through our, 
were faſtned all the Banners , .Cornets , Flagges, 
Bandrels, Enſignes , and Pendants, belonging to c- 
ucric ſcucrall Companic,contayning within them all 
the Armes, Deuiſes, and Honors any way belonging 
to anicof the ſame ſeuerall Companies: all the houles 
in cuerie ſtreere,through which the rwo Maicſtics did 
paſſe, had their Penthouſes and W alles coucred, ſome 
with Arraſle, ſome with Tapiſtric, ſome wich Turkic 
worke, ſome with ether Ornaments, according to the 
abilicie ofthe dwellers, go the great delight of all iudi+ 
ciall beholders , and to the amazement of ſuch as had 


' not formerly ſcenc the like ſights : for the clearing of 


the middle {treece, in which the Kings were to palle, 
that none but ſuch as were appointed for ſeruice 
mightabideor peſter the ſame , / am were appointed 
for the Cittic two Prouoſt Marſhals, who mounted 
on horſc-backe in Veluet Coats, red Scatfes, Golde 
Chaines,and plumes of Feachers road vp and downe,

The Kinges Maicſties it manner before preſcris 
bed,paſied from Tower-ſtreete downe Marke Lane, 
thence downe Fanchurch-ſtreece , ſo vp Gracious» 
fircere, andthen downe Cornchill to the Conduite 
before the Royall Exchange, which poke ran with 
Clarct-wine : vponthe tgppe of the Royall Exchange 
ſatcall the Cirtic TrumpPMrers, who during the Kings 
paſſage ſounded their Trumpets moſt excellently:then 
the Kinges paſſed downe through the Poultrie, till 
they came to the greatlong Conduite in the neather = 
ende of Cheapeſide : yppon the toppe of that Con- 
duite, was the modcll ot a faire Garden , and at one 
cnde an Arbour moſt delicately made _in the hgure 
of a ſquare Canapie , pottraiting out in bou 
the ſemblance of Pillars , Pinacles,, and othes im- 
boſt worke . This Arbor was all adorned with fruits 
ofallſortes, as Apples, Peates, Plums, Mclons, and 
ſuch like : within the Arbor was a conſort of lowde 
Muſique, ſignifying (as ſome imagined)the Bower of 
the nine Mules. This Conduice allo thatday ranne 
Claret-wine: from thence the Kings poſed Cheap- 
fide, till they came as hic as che Hotle-he& Tauerne, 


from whence there was made a Scaffoldeof a prettie 
height, alllined, hung , and coucred ouer heade wick 
blewe cloath « In this Scaflolde fate the ROE. | 
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ofche Citie * and foure and rwentie Alderminall in 
their Scar/et Gownes : The Recorder vppon the two 
Kings approach deſcended from his ſeate,and made a 
moſt famous and worthie Oration : which ended, hee 
preſented to the King of Denmarke a moſt rich preſent 
as from the whole body of the Citie:this done, and the 
Recorder taking again his place, the rwo Kings aſcen- 
ded as hie as the Old-change:from the corner of which 
ſtreet ouerthwatt the whole breadth of Cheeplide,was 
built and raiſed vp a moſt ſtately , and well conceyred 
Pegne, or Pageant, into the depth and fecrers whereof 
I'donotintend tro wale, bggaule it is expetelto bee 
publiſhed preſently by the Aiou that made ir,onely 
thoſe taſtes that mine cie did gather by the view, I wiil 
dcliuer ynto you : Firſt the middle part betweene the
